But leſt any man ſhould doubt of the effec of 
this oyarment, Firſt ef all they produce experi- 
ence - and Rudelphus Goclenins Innior, writeth 
that he is able ronommate Emperors, Kings, Prin- 
ces, Earles, Nobles whoſe authority and truth is 
not to be doubred of, which give ceſtimony of 
the efficacie of this Oyntment. 

Moreover the Patrens of this Oyntment doubt 
not, but naturall cauſes may be given of this 
ation. and Crops calls them ignorant fooles 
that doubt of its efficacic, or Fferre the cure to 
Sorcery. Andto make it appeare that the cure 
may be done/by a naturall way, they prove at 
large, chat firſtthere arc ations which nocorpo- 
rall couch interecding, are done by an hidden 
Sympathy or Magnertiſme asthey call it. And fo 
the Loadſtone draweth Iron, although it couch 
it aot with its body, and makerh it move toward 
the Pole: the Starres alſo worke upon inferiour 
things, -which they touch nor bodily, The 
Cramp-fiſh affeRts his hand that roucheth it only 
with his 1«velin.

ſuperſticious : T afſent not to them, fince it is 
very well knowne,thar the Fas and ſculls of men, 
and 'Mammy, and Xoſſe, are uſcd by other Phy fi- 
rians, to Cure Diſeaſes wirhour ſuperſtitign. 

Yet this I adviſe, that foraſmuch as 
and Wizards, as appeares, out of £4ps/cins Me- 
tamorph.tib.2, & 3.
